.n particular to Russia and China, 
both of whom have long had great 
interest in the Korean peninsula. 


As a further safeguard in cre- 


ating an absolutely, free and Inde- 
pendent nation, the plan provides 
that no single nation should be 
dominant in settlement of the Ko- 
rean problem. That is. the new na- 
tion will be a United Nations babv.

He then spent"two years as Mr. Truman's first secretary 


of state, during the immediate postwar period which proved 
to be one of the most frustrating and trying times in Ameri- 
can foreign affairs history. 


It was in this period that we went through the painful 


adjustment to the fact that Russia, our wartime ally, did 
not wish, to be our peacetime friend. 


It was natural that before we finally accepted this fact 


we should have leaned over -backward—at least to some 
degree—to find a sound basis for accord with our recent 
comrades in arms. In the light of later events, this course 
may look very unwise. But in the context of those times, j 
it can be understood.

Navy Findin 
Red Mines in 
Korean Waters 


Washington, Oct. 2—(AP)—Ad- 


miral Forrest Sherman said today 
U. S. Navy ships off Korea nave 
found "a great many 
floating 


mines" of Russian type. 


Sherman, the chief of naval 


operations, told the house armed 
services committee that an exami- 
nation of recovered mines indi- 
cated they had been "recently laid 
and not long- out of the store- 
house." 


On last Wednesday, the U- S- 


Destroyer Brush hit a 
floating 


mine and a hole was torn in her 
botton. Nine men were killed. 10 
injured, and five are missing. The 
destroyer was able to make her 
way to a Japanese po"rt. 


Sherman said the mines re- 


covered were "Mark 26" Russian 
mines. He described them as a 
rather standard type and contain- 
ing enough explosives to damage 
small ships- 


He said they were of the moor- 


ed type, but that indications were 
they had been floated down nvets 
or perhaps laid by small craft- 


Sherman said that in addition 


to the Destroyer Brush there has' 
been mine damage to a small ves- 
sel- 


He did not identify the ship but 


said there were some fatalities.
